Besides the broadcasts of the Kansas City Steers of the Pro- 
fessional American Basketball League, Monte was doing games for the Big 
Eight Conference football and basketball teams. He was the announcer on 
the Big Eight Game of the Week television series that was carried 
throughout the Midwest and since coming to the West Coast in 1967, 
Monte has been seen on the TVS basketball game of the week series for 
the West Coast Athletic Conference, as well as on several national tele- 
casts of the top intercollegiate games, 


After graduating from the University of Oklahoma with a major in the 
field of speech and special emphasis in redio-tv station management. 
Moore started his broadcasting career in Duncan, Oklahoma. He went from 
there, after a stint in the U.S. Army, to Lawton, Oklahoma where he an- 
nounced minor leaque baseball and other sports.
